PASADENA, Dec. 20. Floral floats, 

automobile* and equipagen of every 
description to the number of more 
than one hundred, bugle, fife, drum, 
and the blare of brass, under soft 
burners In blue and gold, will usher 
in Pasadena's fiftieth year as a Cali­ 
fornia municipality and the thirty- 
fifth annual Tournament of Roses, 
New Year's morning-, at 10:30.

In the parade 25 sister cities of the 
Southland will be represented, In­ 
terspersed by it famous bands and 
other musical organisations contribut­ 
ing their notes of rejoicing over the 
finished work, which has been the 
thoughtful, constant care of thousands 
of decorators and artisans for the 
past fortnight. University of Cali­ 
fornia glee club and Jazz band, Co- 
vtna, Compton, and other bands will 
parade over the line of march early 
New Teat's morning, giving concerts 
to the waiting tens of thousands, be­ 
fore the stately line of rose-bedecked 
nntrtrs begins to descend Colorado 
street hm.

Police and traffic arrangements 
this year, under the direction of 
Chairman David Blankenhorn, point 
to perfect facility in handling with 
comfort the 300,OM expected visitors. 
Maps to the number of 80,000 have 
been distributed over Southern Cali­ 
fornia, containing simple directions 
for those wishing to see the tourna­ 
ment parade. Congestion will be 
avoided as never before, says Mr. 
Blankenhorn.

Harry M. Ticknor, chairman of the 
parade committee, himself grand 
esteemed leading knight of the B. P. 
O. EL, announce* that James Q. Mc- 
Fmrland, grand exalted ruler of the 
Elks, will be the guest of the tourna­ 
ment, giving a sterling cup to one of 
the IS floral entries offered by Elk- 
dom of Southern California cities in 
his honor.

Santa Monica, Long Beach, Qlen- 
dale. Ontario, Pomona, Redlands and 
a dozen other neighbor cities will vie 
for the heavy sterling cups put up 
by the Pasadena Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Civic association for the 
two most beautiful entries in the 
parade. This year there are early 
indications that novel and startling

designs will be seen, departing from 
old standards of floral decoration In 
every way, and gardens all over the 
Southland are commandeered to the 
taut blossom to enrich the charming 
ncene.

Interest centers in the historical 
pageant of Pasadena, which, with its 
20 floats, will occupy a solid division 
in tho center of the line of march. 
Miss Sybil Jones, who RUgxested this 
beautiful commemoration of Pasa­ 
dena's jubilee year, states that all the 
principal epiftodes from California's 
glittering page of history will be 
faithfully and beautifully depleted^
